The disturbance in the movements of 
Uranus was the means of the discovery of 
Neptune, for this most important member 
of the brother hood was not really intro 
duced to our acquaintance till 1846, and it 
will take him till 2011 to complete his first 
circuit round the sun since his oistence 
was detected With our present conditions 
of being we shall not be m haste to mi- 
grate to Neptune. The sun at that dis- 
tance appears a little larger than Venus at 
her greatest dimensions, and gives one- 
thousandth part ot the light with which the 
earth is blessed. The planets, as seen 
from this distant point, are all inferior, 
moving, like Venus and 
Mercury in 


straight lines, approaching and receding 
from Ihe sun. 
The Neptunian astrono 


mers, with eyes like ours, may, perhaps. 
see Uranus, Saturn and Jupiter as stars of 
the sixth magnitude, but the other planets 
are invisible. Diey have, however, one 
advantage over us. ihey cap measure 
the distance of the fixed stars without 
much trouble, lor their base line a thirty 
limes as long as ours , but it takes one

The tender of the pissenger train had 


penetrated the baggage car over one hall 
its length crushing iome trunks to pieces 
and crowding- others through the top of 
the car.

T-ftmplow had done all in his power lo 
save the lives of the human freight en 
trusted to his care a< all the breaks were 
lichtly applied and the lever of the engine 
was reversed, which would indicate tha< 
he did not leave his post of duty sooner 
than necessity demanded for his own safe 
ty 
One of the l->dy passengers stated in 


conversation with the reporter that the 
scene in the car at the time the collision 
occurred" was terrible. The passengers 
who were nearly all asleep at the tim«, 
were thrown violently from iheir s'ats and 
awoke to find the car plunged in darkness 
while the loud shrieks ot some and the 
subdued groans of others tent boTfOr lottie 
scene. 
It was soon discoverd that no ser 


ious injury had been sustained by anv ^)f 
'he passengers 
Many of the passengers 


realized that they had had a very narrow 
escape and expressed a desire to extend to 
the engineer of the train a testimonal of 
thanks Tor the skill ami bravery by which 
lie had saved their lives.
